NKW HAVEN, Conn., Jan. 24.—The bright reel .stat of the 
morning sky was blotted out for two full minutes today at 9:12 
a. in., in a total eclipse of the sun by the moon. 
As the 100-mile wide shadow of the moon swept over New 
Haven on its way to the Atlantic Ocean, from Duluth, Minn., this 
city clanned its neck in awe while a battalion of scientists glued 
unblinking eyes to telescopes and cameras to rt»cord the phenomena 
the first total eclipse in northeastern America since 1806. 
Aided by perfect weather conditions plus a ground blanket of 
snow, th*’ main glories of the eclipse were unfolded to the naked 
e,w. 
The vun’.s corona, the shadow bands, gleaming stars and flam­ 
ing .streamers were observed by millions in the vicinity. 
There were but few who were not posted on roof tops, hilly 
eminences, or at western windows as the eclipse hour approached.

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Etiquette and Good Manners 
Four years ago a clever pul Usher began 
to spend large sums of money advertising a 
book of etiquette. 
His campaign was tre­ 
mendously successful and the whole Ameri­ 
can public “went in” for good manners so 
vehemently that .several books on the subject 
immediately leaped into the ranks of best 
sellers and caused waiting lists at public 
libraries. 
It is now admitted that this four-year fad 
is on the wane. At its departure will it leave 
us a nation of Chesterfields, distinguished 
for our elegant manners? 
Alas, no. Some 
people undoubtedly will have loamed how to 
set a table correctly and others how to use 
the utensils set thereon; the sending and an­ 
swering of invitations, and the correct meth­ 
ods of introduction may no longer cause a 
momentary qualm in many bosoms. 
These 
things, and many others, are at least useful, 
if not so important as the etiquette teachers 
lead us to think. Rut they do not necessarily 
dispel rudeness and discourtesy. 
They are 
not the whole story of good manners. 
The 
latter can hardly be learned from books of 
etiquette. 
Unselfishness, thoughtfulness, kindness, 
self-respect and respect for the rights and 
personalities of other persons, are qualities 
difficult to acquire from studying social 
usage, I ut they are the fundamentals of truly 
good manners. 


Clothes on the Sta^e 
Perhaps the most sensational thing on 
the stage this season is the clothing with 
which Florenz Ziegfeld invests his beauties. 
They are actually wearing clothe8 in the 
“Follies.” 
A few years ago this master showman 
and supreme judge of feminine pulchritude 
created a furore by baring the knees of his 
chorus girls. The trick made money. Zieg­ 
feld and his imitators went further and fur­ 
ther, as the season rolled on, until in the 
musical shows, at least, there was little left 
to the imag nation of the audience. 
Now, 
at a time when a critic soberly avers that 
ZiegfeUI had not yet gone quite to the limit, 
he executes* a quick reverse, and provides 
beautiful and lavish costumes again instead 
of the accustomed expanse of bare flesh. 
* 
And it pays. It pays hugely. It pays so 
that other showmen are beginning to follow 
his lead. Next season nakedness on the stage 
may be the exception rather than the rule. 
The public wearies of anything carried to 
excess. 
But there is something more to it 
than. that. There is a deep-seated sense of 
decency in the American pul lie, which soon 
asserts itself in a demand for clean and 
seemly entertainment.

Council Rejects Citizens’ Petition 


The 
city council 
last 
night 
turned 
“thumbs down” on the request of 2,865 citi­ 
zens, when they refused to consider an or­ 
dinance repealing fine-splitting dry detective 
legislation, which is flamed for the tragic, 
climax of the East Liveipool-Wellsville pro- 
hibition enforcement officers' war. 
Five members of tho legislative body— 
Raymond Chambers, Fred Eardley, Charles 
Hayes, James Larcombe and John Rowe— 
voted “no,” despite the wide-spread protest 
of representative citizens, who believe in a 
good law, but are opposed to abuses in its en­ 
forcement. 
Two solons—Thomas Parral I and N. I\ 
Kerr—supported the petitions"which asked 
that the detective and “ten per cent.” ordi­ 
nances Le rescinded. 
The vote was unchanged from the night 
the so-called emergency legislation was en­ 
acted. 
And it was the same as on the anti-police 
captaincy ordinance last spring, which also 
was placed on the statute books against the 
protests of citizens, who, in turn, overwhelm­ 
ingly rejected it at the polls in November. 
The emergency clause in the detective 
legislation prevents a referendum, but an­ 
other section of the constitutional amend- 
m ent-the initiative privilege—opens the way 
to a decision of the electorate. 
And it. is not 
improbable that a call for a vote will Ie is­ 
sued, but, of course, the legislation will be 
effective in the interim.

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Save Manure to Build Acres 
and Produce Larger Crops 


How a Run Down Farm, Long Rented, Was Restored to a 
Profitable Enterprise by a Man Who Knew 
How to Make a Soil Productive. 


By GEORGE A. BURKE. 
S 


IXTEEN years ago this Spring we moved on a farm 
that had been rented, cash rent for eighteen years. 
About 30 acres is bottom land and 180 acres upland. 
It is needless to say that the land was run to death, aftei 
having been rented so long. 
The bottom land produced 
eight bushels of wheat and twenty-five bushels of corn 
rh acre. 
On the upland the production was considerably 
less. 
The land needed manure. 
About 125 loads were 
lying under the eaves of the barn, which looked pretty 
good for a starter. 
This was hauled out and applied to 
the bottoms. Under the barn floor there were about three 
feet of a mixture of chaff and manure. This we thought 
of no value, but there was nothing to do but to haul this 
manure out on the fields. 
We applied this to a six-acre 
lot on the upland. 
Much to our surprise the m anured 
........... 
— 
— 1 - —- 
that had lain outside, produced 
very small results and that which 
had been protected under the bam 
gave very pronounced results. The 
six-acre lot at that time was in 
timothy sod and for three or four 
years after, the hay 
from the 
manured portion averaged nearly 
three tons to the acre while the 
rest of the field averaged hardly 
one ton. 
The 
manured 
patch 
could easily he told by the differ­ 
ence in the crops. 
We had con­ 
sidered the manure worthless us 
far as plant food was concerned 
and hence put a lot on the land. 


W a d e from Exposed M anure. 
* This incident showed that there 
is a large waste when manure is 
exposed to the weather. When we 
remodeled tho barn and fitted it 
for dairy cows we built tx manure 


alfalfa, and occasionally some oat 
hay, especially as a nu n o c r o p for 
the alfalfa. 
Most of the land re­ 
ceives a light coat of manure every 
Winter. 
As this is limestone soil, 
alfalfa grew fairly well from tile 
stm t, but by top dressing with 
manure, during the Winter, an 
average yield now is about 4 la 
tons an acre.

How Profits of Cooperative 
Creamery Brought Rivalry 


A Farmers’ Joint Enterprise Was Turned Into Discord 
Through Greed, and Now Two Creameries Operate 
Where There Is Room for Only One.

OME years ago at a grange meeting an invited speaker in the 
course of his address suggested that the community might find 
it is a good venture to build a co-operative creamery as a means 
of finding a m arket for the large amount of milk produced iii the neigh­ 
borhood. “ You are in a natural dairy section,” he said. “ Many of you 
have cows, some very good ones, and you make butter on your farms. 
You could avoid trouble and bother and save time if all this labor 
were combined in one operation at a creamery plant.” 
His argum ent appealed to many of those who heard him and they 
began to talk creamery to their friends and neighbors. 
But the num­ 
ber willing to subscribe money to the enterprise was not large. 
It is 
one thing to enthuse about something, but doing it and putting up 
money is quite another m atter. There were approximately 150 farm ers 
who could be expected to support the creamery by sending milk. 
The first efforts in raising money brought pledges from 34, which 
by hard work and repeated visits increased to 52. 
Then the leaders 
incorporated, raised the m o n e y and built the creamery. 
Not only tie 
52 original subscribers sent milk, but many others, until finally nearly 
every dairyman of the community was a patron of the enterprise. The 
creamery became a success almost from the beginning. 
Those back of the movement were wise enough to secure the serv­ 
ices of an expert butter maker. 
This meant a grade of butter that 
fetched the top price on the m arket and tho stockholders were paid G 
per cent the second year; then 8 per cent; then 12 per cent, which re­ 
mained the rate, with occasionally an extra dividend.

Smoked Glasses are Used in East Liverpool and 
Elsewhere as Those Unable to Get Good 
“Seats” to See Rare Drama Climb Poles or. 
Stand in Streets.

NKW HAVEN, Conn., Jan. 24.—The bright reel .stat of the 
morning sky was blotted out for two full minutes today at 9:12 
a. rn., in a total eclipse of the sun by the moon. 
As the 100-mile wide shadow of the moon swept over New 
Haven on its way to the Atlantic Ocean, from Duluth, Minn., this 
city eranned its neck in awe while a battalion of scientists glued 
unblinking eyes to telescopes and cameras to record the phenomena 
the first total eclipse in northeastern America since 1806. 
Aided by perfect weather conditions plus a ground blanket of 
snow, the main glories of the eclipse were unfolded to the naked 
eye. 
Tlte sun’s corona, the shadow bands, gleaming stars and Haul­ 
ing streamer.', were observed by million» in the vicinity. 
There were but few who were not posted on roof tops, hilly 
'eminences, or at western windows as the eclipse hour approached.

"thum bs down" on the request of 2,805 citi­ 
zens, when they refused to consider an or­ 
dinance repealing fine-splitting dry detective 
legislation, which is I lamed for the tragic, 
climax of the East Liverpool-Wellsville pro­ 
hibition en fun ement officers* war. 
Five nu milers of the legislative body— 
Raymond Chambers, Fred Eurdley, Charles 
Hayes, James Lareombe and John Rowe— 
voted "no," despite the wide-spread protest 
of rep’- '.-tentative citizens, who believe in a 
good law, but are opposed to abuses in its en­ 
forcement. 
Two solons—Thomas Farrall and N. P. 
Ken- -supported the petitions'which asked 
that the detective and "ten per cent." ordi­ 
nances be rescinded. 
The vote was unchanged from the night 
the so-called emergency legislation was en­ 
acted. 
And it was the same as on the anti-police 
captaincy ordinance last spring, which also 
was placed on the statute books against the 
protests of citizens, w ho, in turn, overwhelm­ 
ingly rejected it at the polls in November. 
The emergency clause in the detective 
legislation prevents a referendum, but an­ 
other section of the constitutional amend- 
m ent-thu initiative privilege—opens the way 
to a decision of the electorate. 
And it is not 
improbable that a call for a vote will I <* is­ 
sued, but, of course, the legislation will be 
effective in the interim. 


E tiquette and Good M anners 
Four years ago a clever put lisher begiin 
to spend large sums of money advertising a 
book of etiquette. 
His campaign was tre­ 
mendously successful and the whole Ameri- 
can public "went in” for good manners so 
vehemently that several books on the subject 
immediately leaped into the ranks of best 
sellers and caused waiting lists at public 
libraries. 
It is now admitted that this four-year fad 
is on the wane. At its departure will it leave 
us a nation of Chesterfields, distinguished 
for our elegant manners? 
Alas, no. 
Some 
people undoubtedly will have learned how to 
set a table correctly and others how to use 
the utensils set thereon; the sending and an­ 
swering of invitations, and the correct meth­ 
ods of introduction may no longer cause a 
momentary qualm in many bosoms. 
These 
things, and many others, are at least useful, 
if not so important as the etiquette teachers 
lead us to think. But they do not necessarily 
dispel rudeness and discourtesy. 
They are 
not the whole story of good manners. 
The 
latter can hardly be learned from books of 
etiquette. 
Unselfishness, thoughtfulness, kindness, 
self-respect and respect for the rights and 
personalities of other persons, are qualities 
difficult to acquire from studying social 
usage, I ut they are the fundamentals of truly 
good manners. 


Clothes on the S ta^e 
Perhaps the most sensational thing on 
the stage this season is the clothing with 
which Florenz Z!egfeld invests his beauties. 
They are actually wearing clothe8 in the 
"Follies." 
A few years ago this m aster showman 
and supreme judge of feminine pulchritude 
created a furore by baring the knees of his 
chorus girls. 
The trick made money. Zieg- 
feld and his im itators went fu rth er and fur­ 
ther, as the season rolled on, until in the 
musical shows, at least, there was little left 
to the imag nation of the audience. 
Now, 
at a time when a critic soberly avers th at 
Ziegfeld had not yet gone quite to the limit, 
he executes* a quick reverse, and provides 
beautiful and lavish costumes again instead 
of the accustomed expanse of bare flesh. 
♦ 
And it pays. 
It pays hugely. 
It pays so 
th a t other showmen are beginning to follow 
his lead. Next season nakedness on the stage 
m ay be the exception rather than the rule. 
The public wearies of anything carried to 
excess. 
But there is something more to it 
than th at. There is a deep-seated sense of 
decency in the American public, w-hieh soon 
asserts itself in a demand for clean and 
seemly entertainm ent.

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Council Rejects Citizens’ Petition 


The 
city 
council 
last 
night 
turned 
"thumbs down” on the request of 2,865 citi­ 
zens, when they refused to consider an or­ 
dinance repealing fine-splitting dry detective 
legislation, which is I lamed for the tragic, 
climax of the East Liverpool-WellsviJle pro­ 
hibition enforcement officers’ war. 
Five numbers of the legislative body— 
Raymond Chambers, Fled Kardley, Charles 
Hayes, James Larcombe and John Rowe— 
voted “no,” despite the wide-spread protest 
of repv tsentative citizens, who believe in a 
good law, but are opposed to abuses in its en­ 
forcement. 
Two solons— Thomas Farrall and N. P. 
Kerr—supported the petitions" which asked 
that the detective and “tee per cent.” ordi­ 
nances Le rescinded. 
The vote was unchanged from the night 
the so-called emergency legislation was en­ 
acted. 
And it was the same as on the anti-police 
captaincy ordinance last spring, which also 
was placed on the statute books against the 
protests of citizens, who, iii turn, overw helm­ 
ingly rejected it at the polls in November. 
The emergency clause in the detective 
legislation prevents a referendum, but an­ 
other section of the constitutional amend­ 
ment—the initiative privilege—opens the way 
to a decision of the electorate. 
And it is not 
improbable that a call for a vote will lo is­ 
sued, but, of course, the legislation will be 
effective in the interim. 


Etiquette and Good Manners 
Four years ago a clever put lisher began 
to spend large sums of money advertising a 
book of etiquette. 
His campaign was tre­ 
mendously successful and the whole Ameri­ 
can public "went in” for good manners so 
vehemently that several books on the subject 
immediately leaped into the ranks of best 
sellers and caused waiting lists at public 
libraries. 
It is now admitted that this four-year fad 
is on the wane. At its departure will it leave 
us a nation of Chesterfields, distinguished 
for our elegant manners? 
Alas, no. 
Some 
people undoubtedly will have learned how to 
set a table correctly and others how to use 
the utensils set thereon; tho sending and an­ 
swering of invitations, and the correct meth­ 
ods of introduction may no longer cause a 
momentary qualm iii many bosoms. 
These 
things, ami many others, are at least useful, 
if not so important as the etiquette teachers 
lead us to think. Hut they do not necessarily 
dispel rudeness and discourtesy. 
They are 
not the whole story of good manners. 
The 
latter can hardly be learned from books of 
etiquette. 
Unselfishness, thoughtfulness, kindness, 
self-respect and respect for the rights and 
personalities of other persons, are qualities 
difficult to acquire from studying 
social 
usage, I ut they are the fundamentals of truly 
good manners.

The trick made money. Zieg­ 
feld and his imitators went further and fur­ 
ther, as the season rolled on. until in the 
musical shows, at least, there was little left 
to the imag nation of the audience.

at a time when a critic soberly avers that 
Ziegfeld had not yet gone quite to the limit, 
he executes* a quick reverse, and provides 
beautiful and lavish costumes again instead 
of the accustomed expanse of bare flesh.

And it pays. 
It pays hugely. 
It pays so 
that other showmen are beginning to follow 
his lead. Next season nakedness on tile stage 
may be the exception rather than the rule. 
The public wearies of anything carried to 
excess. 
But there is something more to it 
than that. 
There is a deepseated sense of 
decency in the American pul lie, which soon 
asserts itself in a demand for clean and 
seemly entertainment.

I .a; t sum m er the m urder and previous ill tre a t­ 
ment of a t ny Roman child. Blanca C arheri, caused 
great comm otion; but now the event of tins week 
su rp asses ail these other sim ilar horrors. The latest 
victim of unbridled 
brutality is the baby of 
two 
years, found dead in Rome, a fte r som e ho rs of dis- 
appearance from her distracted family. It is thought 
that tho au thor of this recent crim e may be 'h o 
one who m urdered B anca Carlieri hu t sum m er. 
S nee there is sin h an am ount of cocaine-tak­ 
ing am ong all classes, aud since those who are a d ­ 
dicted to this habit lose all sense uf morality, It is 
suggested that the guilty person in these fearful 
cases may not he a man of the dregs of the people, 
as might be supposed, but one from a higher g rad tv 
of soc.et y.

IXTEEN years ago this Spring we moved on a farm 
that had been rented, cash rent for eighteen years. 
About 30 acres is bottom land and 180 acres upland. 
It is needless to say that the land was run to death, aftei 
having been rented so long. 
The bottom land produced 
eight bushels of wheat and twenty-five bushels of corn 
an acre.

OME years ago at a grange m eeting an invited speaker in the 
course o f bis address suggested th a t the com m unity m ight find 
it is a good venture to build a co-operative cream ery’ as a m eans 
o f finding a m arket fo r the large am ount o f milk produced in the neigh­ 
borhood. 
“ You are in a n atu ral dairy section,” he said. 
“ Many of you 
have cows, some very good ones, and you m ake b u tter on your farm s. 
You could avoid trouble and bother and save time if nil this labor 
were combined in one operation a t a cream ery’ plant.” 
His argum ent appealed to many of those who heard him and they 
began to talk creamery to th eir friends and neighbors. 
B ut tin- num ­ 
ber willing to subscribe money to the enterprise was not large. 
It is 
one thing to enthuse about som ething, but doing it and p u tting up 
money is quite another m atter. 
There w en approxim ately 150 farm ers 
who could be expected to support the cream ery by sending milk. 
The first efforts in raising money brought pledges from 34, which 
by hard w ork and repeated visits increased-to 52. 
T h in the leaders 
incorporated, raised the m oney and built the cream ery. 
N ot only the 
52 original subscribers sent milk, but many others, until finally nearly 
every dairym an of the com m unity was a patron of the enterprise. 
Tho 
cream ery becam e a success alm ost from the bi ginning. 
Those back of the m ovem ent w ere wise enough to secure the serv­ 
ices of an expert b u tte r m aker. 
This m eant u grade of b u tter th a t 
fetched the top price on the m arket ami the stockholders w ere paul 6 
per cent the second y ear; then 8 p er cen t; then 12 per cent, w hich re­ 
mained the rate, with occasionally an ex tra dividend.

How Green Stuffs 
Help Poultry

D E V E N T findings as to the va 
of vitam ines in all lines of fe 
ing have been especially heeded bv 
poultry raisers. There seem s to be 
some confusion as to green feeds 
and succulent veg* tables. Tile two 
classes of food are not the sam e— 
and the vitam ines are different. 
One may be had in gre< n leaves of 
Cabbages, kale and sprouted oats. 
But this is a leaf vitam ine, not tile 
vitam ines of the vegetables; hence 
mangels, be eta, turnips, pum pkins, 
etc., are not to bo considered as 
substitutes for the green, leafy 
foods, or of dry clover or alfalfa. 
Both of these classes of food 
may be and should be provided; 
also cod liver oil which recently 
has attracted so much attention. 
Many poultry raisers believe that 
this oil may be used to g reat ad­ 
vantage atli! they claim its effect 
is shown on the vitality and egg- 
laying q u a liti'3 of the hens, 
in 
using this substance, one pound to 
IOO pounds of dry mash is su ffi­ 
cient. 
When used, prepare the 
m ixture for im m ediate or early 
use. 
Don’t let it stand fo r several 
days as some have been inclined 
to do. 
With fresh, green vege­ 
tables and fresh, green leaves and 
skim milk or m eat scraps along 
with the mash and grains one has 
an ideal ration fo r all classes of 
poultry.

The Depth of Planting Seeds- " ....................

JVI alw ays have been very fond 
of tom atoes, and I think no I opening 
{ one can get them too early in the 
season. 
And now the food authori 
J tb s say that tom atoes are so rich 
in vitam ines and organic addn, 
| both of which are so necessary tor 
health, there Is a double Incentive 
for getting 
early 
tom atoes 
and 
j plenty of them. 
W e begin ours In 
. February. 
Ju st about the middle 
of the month I plant the seeds, 
starring the plants in the house. 
We use a shallow box, putting In 
j tho bottom an inrh of small stones 
for drainage and on top of this 
good mellow soil, heated to kill the 
weed seeds. Tom ato seeds are then 
planted, the box set in a fairly 
: w arm place 
and 
th<- 
soil 
kept 
moist. 
When the plants are a few 
inches high I transplant to pols to 
give belter root developm ent; from 
these sm aller pots the plants are 
transferred to a larger size pot and 
retained here until the w eather is 
safe for outside planting 
T he purpose of the changes from 
box to pot, and from the sm aller 
to the larger twits is to get good 
root development. 
W hen at last 
these plants are put in the w arm ­ 
est spot of the garden they are In 
fine vigor, anil grow rapidly. Thus 
we have tom atoes three or four 
weeks earlier than ordinarily.

M ALL seeds will not germ inate if planted de eply in th" soil. Larr.c 
seeds are not so particular, but even such s< < ds as w heat, corn,

Save Manure to Build Acres 
and Produce Larger Crops 


How a Run Down Farm, Long Rented, W as Restored to a 
Profitable Enterprise by a Man Who Knew 
How to Make a Soil Productive. 


Bearing Fruit at Last-BU b i e d e r m a n n .

IXTEEN years ago this Spring we moved on a farm 
that had been rented, cash rent for eighteen years. 
About 30 acres is bottom land and 180 acres upland. 
It is needless to say that the land was run to death, aftei 
having been rented so long. 
The bottom land produced 
eight bushels of wheat and twenty-five bushels of corn 
an acre. 
On the upland the production was considerably 
less. 
The land needed manure. 
About 125 loads were 
lying under the eaves of the barn, which looked pretty 
good for a starter. 
This was hauled out and applied to 
the bottoms. Under the barn floor there were about three 
feet of a mixture of chaff and manure. This we thought 
of no value, but there was nothing to do but to haul this 
manure out on the fields. 
We applied this to a six-acre 
lot on the upland. 
Much to our surprise the manure'f- —--- ------------------------------------------- 
that had lain outside, produced' 
very small results and that which 
had been protected under the barn 
gave very pronounced results. The 
cix-acre lot. at that time was iii 
timothy sod and for three or four 
years after, the hay 
from the 
manured portion averaged nearly 
three tons to the acre while the 
rest of the field averaged hardly 
one 
ton. 
The

could easily be told by the différ­ 
ence in the crops. 
We had con­ 
sidered the manure worthless as 
far as plant food was concerned 
and hence put a lot on the land.

How Profits of Cooperative 
Creamery Brought Rivalry 


A Farmers’ Joint Enterprise W as Turned Into Discord 
Through Greed, and Now Two Creameries Operate 
Where There Is Room for Only One.

OME years ago at a grange meeting an invited speaker in the 
course of his address suggested that the community might find 
it is a good venture to build a co-operative creamery as a means 
o f finding a market for the large amount of milk produced in the neigh­ 
borhood. 
“ You are in a natural dairy section,” he said. 
“Many of you 
have cows, some very good ones, and you make butter on your farms. 
You could avoid trouble and bother and save time if all this labor 
were combined in one operation at a creamery plant.” 
His argument appealed to many of those who heard him and they 
began to talk creamery to their friends and neighbors. 
But the num­ 
ber willing to subscribe money to the enterprise was not large. 
It is 
one thing to enthuse about something, but doing it and putting up 
money is quite another matter. 
There were approximately 150 farmers 
wiio could be expected to support the creamery by sending milk. 
Tho first efforts in raising money brought pledges from 34, which 
by hard work and repeated visits increased to 52. 
Then th*' leaders 
incorporated, raised the money and built the creamery. 
Not only tie 
52 original subscribers sent milk, but many others, until finally nearly 
every dairyman of the community was a patron of the enterprise. 
The 
creamery became a success almost from the beginning. 
Those back of the movement were wise enough to secure the serv­ 
ices of an expert blitter maker. 
This meant a grade of butter that 
fetched the top price oil the market and tho stockholders were paid G 
per cent the second year; then 8 per cent; then 12 per cent, which re­ 
mained the rate, with occasionally an extra dividend.
